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Good  news!  Pine  Manor  has 
opened  with  an  enrollment  of  244 
students  this  fall.  This  is  represented 
by  39  more  boarders  and  four  more 
day  students  than  last  year.  It  means 
that  we  are  using  three  new  houses; 
Pine  Lodge,  Morrill  House  and  Brick 
Lodge.  Some  of  you  will  remember 
Pine  Lodge  as  Miss  Cooke’s  house  next 
to  Pineholm  on  Brook  Street.  It  now 
holds  seven  third-year  girls  and  Mrs. 
I'lorence  Chace  as  their  head  of  house. 

Now  brace  yourselves  for  this  one. 
The  third-year  girls  are  actually  al- 
lowed to  have  their  own  cars.  They 
have  their  own  kitchen  and  prepare 
their  meals  in  Pine  Lodge  — and,  of 
course  the  regulations  of  their  campus 
life  are  more  generous  than  those  in 
the  Yellow  Book. 

You  would  never  recognize  Morrill 
House.  To  be  sure,  Mrs.  Gilbertson 
and  Miss  Gurney  continue  to  have 
their  offices  on  one  side  of  the  first 
floor  and  Mrs.  (Lu  McCalla)  Kennedy 
still  has  her  office  on  the  other  side. 
However,  the  book  store  has  been 
moved  next  door  to  the  library  and 
the  old  bookstore  quarters  are  now 
adapted  to  living  space  for  the  head  of 
house.  The  rest  of  the  building  has 
blossomed  out  in  sun  yellow,  apple 
green,  and  sky-blue  pink,  so  that  it  is 
actually  one  of  the  most  attractive  res- 
idences on  the  campus. 

Brick  Lodge,  the  house  occupied  by 
the  Greenes,  now  is  a senior  house 
which  joins  Tenacre  and  Green  Gables 
for  meals. 

The  student  body  is  representative 
of  a wide  geographical  area  as  usual 
and  includes  girls  from  34  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  five  foreign 
countries.  The  foreign  students  are  a 
very'  interesting  group,  coming  from 
Korea,  Guatemala,  Greece,  Canada  and 
Belgium.  Hei  Ran  Kim,  familiar  to 
alumnae  through  her  article  in  the  July 
Bulletin,  is  particularly  happy  this  year 
because  she  has  the  company  of  an- 
other Korean  girl,  Yung  Wha  Kim. 

I should  not  forget  to  mention  that 
this  large  enrollment  in  Pine  Manor  is 
characteristic  of  all  the  schools,  there 
being  282  in  Dana,  79  in  Dana  Junior, 
and  137  in  Tenacre  making  (with 
those  in  Pine  Manor)  a total  of  742, 
the  largest  enrollment  in  the  last  13 
years,  according  to  record. 

This  summer  Mrs.  Hill  and  I flew 
to  California.  In  two  weeks  we  visited 
17  colleges  and  attended  one  impor- 
tant educational  conference.  I returned 
knowing  better  than  ever  why  I held 
the  convictions  that  I do  about  Pine 
Manor.  The  California  colleges  were 
extremely  stimulating;  I saw  buildings 


and  equipment  which  surpassed  my 
fondest  dreams.  I discussed  programs 
with  various  college  presidents  which 
included  courses  in  practically  every- 
thing from  babysitting  to  building  bat- 
tle.ships.  Repeatedly  I found  myself 
saying,  "Wouldn’t  it  be  wonderful  if 
Pine  Manor  could  have  this  or  that.^’’ 
Then  I also  found  myself  saying,  "Pine 
Manor  is  not  as  big  as  this  college,  but 
I like  the  atmosphere  on  our  campus 
better.  I have  more  confidence  in  the 
academic  standards  of  our  instruction 
and  I like  our  informal  spirit  better 
than  the  large-scale  institutionalism  of 
some  of  these  places.’’ 

Those  of  you  who  were  graduated 
last  June  will  remember  the  lengthy 
questionnaire  which  all  students  were 
asked  to  fill  out  before  the  close  of  the 
year.  During  the  summer  I took 
occasion  to  read  every  single  page 
of  these  returns  in  detail.  You  will 
be  pleased  to  know,  as  I am, 
that  in  the  "free  responses,’’  under  the 
question  asking  for  strong  points,  the 
.students  listed  the  faculty-student  rela- 
tions at  the  very  top.  The  small  houses, 
the  classroom  teaching,  the  location  in 
the  East  and  near  Boston,  and  the 
friendly  atmosphere  all  placed  high  on 
the  list.  Academic  program,  small  size 
of  college,  honor  code,  opportunity  for 
wide  acquaintance,  and  pleasant  cam- 
pus still  found  their  places  among  the 
top  ten  strong  points  of  the  College. 


In  response  to  some  of  the  sugges- 
tions made  by  students,  I have  ap- 
pointed a large  faculty  "week  end 
committee”  this  year  to  serve  as  guides, 
counselors,  and  friends  in  helping  the 
girls  to  arrange  the  recreational  and 
social  program  of  the  college.  Plans 
for  a Fathers’  Day  on  April  29,  a trip 
to  Mount  Monadnock,  a freshman 
mixer.  Theatre  Guild  subscriptions 
and  faculty-student  bridge  have  already 
been  sponsored  by  this  committee. 

There  has  been  a slight  change  in 
the  structure  of  College  Government 
so  that  each  house  now  has  a House 
Council  of  three  members:  the  presi- 
dent, secretary-treasurer,  and  fire- 
warden. Each  House  Council  is 
charged  with  a considerable  degree  of 
responsibility  in  order  to  relieve  the 
Council  of  Seven  and  the  College 
Council  of  a great  deal  of  detail  and 
also  in  order  to  place  the  responsibility 
of  good  citizenship  where  it  belongs, 
in  the  hands  of  the  citizens  themselves. 

Miss  Churchill  and  Mary  Ann  Gif- 
ford, class  of  ’53,  will  be  traveling  this 
winter  in  the  interests  of  recruiting 
students  and  developing  regional  alum- 
nae clubs.  They  will  make  an  attempt 
to  see  as  many  alumnae  as  possible  in 
all  major  areas  and  I hope  that  you 
will  avail  yourselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  catching  up  on  the  latest  college 
news  from  them  and  will  assist  them 
in  their  work.

Board  of  Trustees  Approve  Ten-year  Development  Program 


SINCE  THE  June  meeting  of  the  Pine  Manor  Alumnae 
Association,  plans  which  were  then  only  dreams  have 
taken  on  a more  concrete  form.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is 
moving  ahead  with  plans  for  a ten-year  development  pro- 
gram for  the  four  Dana  Hall  Schools:  Pine  Manor  Junior 
College,  Dana  Hall,  Dana  Junior  and  Tenacre  Country  Day 
School. 

Last  spring  a committee  of  Trustees  engaged  the  services 
of  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Smith,  principal  of  the  Francis  W.  Parker 
School  in  Chicago,  and  of  Mr.  Harry  Gulesian,  architect,  to 
serve  as  consultants  for  a long-range  campus  development 
plan.  As  a result  of  the  recommendations  of  this  Com- 
mittee regarding  the  division  of  the  campus  property  and 
the  use  of  present  and  proposed  buildings,  two  other  com- 
mittees were  appointed.  The  first  was  a faculty  committee 
with  representation  from  all  four  schools  and  is  known  as 
the  coordinating  committee.  The  second  was  a twelve-man 
building  committee,  including  representatives  from  the 
faculties,  the  Trustees,  the  alumnae  and  the  community. 

Members  of  this  committee,  headed  by  Mr.  Benjamin 
Guernsey,  Trustee,  are:  Mrs.  H.  Starr  Ballou,  also  a trustee  of 
Smith  College;  Miss  Frances  Raymond  Brown,  dean  of  Pine 
Manor;  Mrs.  John  Low  Forbes,  D.H.  '30;  Mrs.  Richard 
Gibbs  (Nancy  Edmunds,  ’33);  Reverend  Samuel  S.  Johnston; 
Mrs.  J.  Lawrence  Kelly  (Laurie  Rice,  ’39);  Mrs.  James 
Jarvis  Preble,  Dana  Hall  faculty  member;  Mr.  John  V. 
Phelan;  Mrs.  James  W.  Thompson,  D.H.  ’15;  Miss  Pauline 
Tompkins,  ’38,  Pine  Manor’s  alumnae  trustee;  and  Mrs. 
Carlton  Vanderwarker,  D.H.  ’32. 


As  a result  of  the  recommendations  of  these  two  commit- 
tees, the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  a development  plan  at 
their  meeting  on  October  30th.  Negotiations  are  in  process 
to  obtain  the  services  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Perry,  Shaw, 
Hepburn,  Kehoe  and  Dean  and  of  a fund-raising  consultant. 
First  steps  in  the  plan  include  simultaneous  construction  of 
a Dana  Hall  classroom,  located  on  the  northeast  corner  of 
Lathrop  Hill,  bordered  by  Farm  Road  and  Eliot  Street,  and 
of  a new  library  wing  for  Pine  Manor  Junior  College,  at- 
tached to  the  east  side  of  Westlea.  Alumnae  from  the 
classes  of  1940  on  will  be  particularly  pleased  to  see  their 
dream  of  a new  library  for  Pine  Manor  assuming  shape  in 
the  near  future.  An  opportunity  to  support  this  project  and 
future  aspects  of  the  expansion  program  will  be  given  to 
alumnae  this  year  or  next. 

Other  aspects  of  the  ten-year  program  include  plans  for 
two  new  living  units  and  a dining  center  for  Pine  Manor 
and  a new  dormitory  for  Dana  Hall.  Tenacre  Country  Day 
School  will  remain  in  its  present  location,  while  plans  for 
relocation  of  Dana  Junior  in  the  renovated  classroom  facil- 
ities of  Dana  Hall  are  under  consideration  by  committee. 

Public  announcement  of  the  development  program  will  be 
made  at  a Convocation  of  the  four  schools  on  Saturday, 
June  4,  1955.  Pine  Manor  alumnae  are  urged  now  to  make 
plans  to  attend  their  reunion  dinner  on  Friday,  June  3rd, 
the  annual  business  meeting  and  box  lunch  on  Saturday, 
June  4th,  followed  by  this  important  Convocation.  A more 
detailed  program  of  the  week  end  events  will  be  mailed  to 
you  in  the  early  spring.

Art  Department  Invites 
College  to  Fall  Events 

One  of  the  foremost  contemporary 
etchers,  Arthur  W.  Hcintzelman,  N.A., 
presented  an  illustrated  lecture,  "The 
Making  of  Etchings  and  Drypoints,” 
in  Westlea  Lounge  on  October  19th. 
In  addition  to  the  lecture,  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  art  department,  a 
small  exhibition  of  etchings  was  on 
view  during  the  coffee  hour  preceding 
the  lecture.  The  etchings,  on  loan  for 
the  occasion  from  Miss  Helen  Temple 
Cooke’s  collection,  represented  fine  ex- 
amples of  19th  and  20th  century  work. 

Although  there  is  not  space  here  to 
enumerate  in  detail  the  many  honors 
and  academic  distinctions  which  have 
been  awarded  Mr.  Heintzelman,  this 
partial  list  will  certainly  indicate  how 
fortunate  the  College  was  to  have  him 
as  the  first  guest  lecturer  in  the  gen- 
eral field  of  art  this  year. 

Mr.  Heintzelman  is  a National  Acad- 
emician, a Fellow  for  Life  of  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  Keeper 
of  Prints,  Boston  Public  Library,  Trus- 
tee of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  De- 
sign, a member  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee in  the  Print  Department  of  the 
Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  as  well 
as  a member  of  many  other  distin- 
guished societies.  He  received  the 
Legion  of  Honor  Medal  from  the 
French  Government  in  1947.  Ex- 
amples of  his  work  are  found  in  lead- 
ing museums  and  galleries  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Europe,  includ- 
ing the  Metropolitan  Museum,  the 
Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Brit- 
ish Museum,  the  Bibliotheque  Na- 
tionale,  Paris,  the  Chicago  Art  Insti- 
tute, the  Library  of  Congress  and  the 
Corcoran  Gallery,  Washington. 

The  second  event  sponsored  by  the 
art  department  for  its  students  and  any 
members  of  the  college  community 
who  wished  to  attend  was  two  films. 
"The  Demon  in  Art”  and  "Vincent 
Van  Gogh,”  two  fine  black  and  white 
films,  were  shown  in  the  small  lecture 
hall  in  Westlea  on  November  2nd.

Hurricanes  Hit  Campus 

New  England’s  unwelcome  fall  visi- 
tors, hurricanes  Carol  and  Edna,  caused 
an  estimated  $5000  damage  on  the 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College  campus. 
Eighty-three  large  trees  were  blown 
down,  numerous  windows  were  broken 
and  roofs  of  many  houses  were  dam- 
aged on  the  campus  of  the  Dana  Hall 
Schools  during  Carol.  Most  serious 
Fine  Manor  damage  to  be  repaired 
was  centralized  at  Groveside,  Le- 
Manoir,  Lathrop,  Park  Place,  Fern- 
wood,  Grey  Lodge,  La  Chaumiere, 
Morrill,  the  Dispensary,  Bardw'ell 
Auditorium  and  the  riding  stables. 

Temporary  repairs  were  still  in 
process  when  Edna,  with  torrential 
rains,  brought  additional  water  dam- 
age. It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  fine 
building  and  grounds  staff,  directed  by 
Mr.  Grant  H.  MacGillivray,  that  the 
grounds  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools 
were  among  the  first  to  be  cleared  in 
the  Boston  area. 


Pine  Manor  Students 
Attend  Fail  Conferences 

Despite  the  multiplicity  of  campus 
organizations  and  activities.  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College  students  make 
time  to  represent  their  college  at  some 
of  the  national  student  conferences 
held  each  year.  Early  this  fall,  Gyneth 
Harris,  ’55,  of  Westport,  Connecticut, 
represented  Pine  Manor  at  a special 
assembly  at  Colby  Junior  College,  New 
London,  New  Hampshire.  The  assem- 
bly found  representatives  of  Mount 
Holyoke  College  and  Smith  College 
joining  with  Miss  Harris  and  students 
from  Colby  Junior  College  to  discuss 
the  functioning  of  honor  systems  in 
those  colleges  represented.  Colby 
Junior  College  is  currently  revising  its 
honor  system  and  sought  counsel  from 
the  attendant  colleges. 

Pine  Manor  was  also  represented 
by  two  outstanding  history  students, 
Cynthia  Earling,  ’55,  Milwaukee,

Seven  Courses  Are 
Added  to  Curriculum 

Seven  courses  have  been  added  to 
the  curriculum  at  Pine  Manor  this 
year.  Ranging  in  subject  material  from 
stage  production  to  Russian  politics, 
the  courses  expand  the  breadth  of 
academic  experience  available  to  stu- 
dents at  the  College,  while  remaining 
solidly  within  the  liberal  arts  tradition. 
In  the  English  department  a course 
in  great  books  of  the  Western  world 
offers  an  opportunity  for  students  to 
develop  a critical  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  great  writers  from  the 
period  of  the  early  Greeks  to  the 
nineteenth  century.  Principles  and 
mechanics  of  the  American  press  are 
being  considered  in  the  journalism 
course,  also  offered  under  the  auspices 
of  the  English  department.  Work  on 
The  Cosmotarian,  college  newspaper, 
field  trips  and  guest  lecturers  round 
out  the  program  for  this  new  course. 

Elementary  German  is  available  this 
year  to  beginning  students;  this  course 
has  not  been  offered  for  several  years. 

An  addition  to  the  sociology  de- 
partment promises  to  be  popular  with 
all  students,  for  it  deals  with  the 
history  and  evolution  of  the  family. 

Eundamentals  of  both  the  physical 
and  biological  sciences  are  surveyed  in 
the  new  introduction  to  science,  pri- 
marily designed  for  those  students  w'ho 
do  not  intend  to  transfer  to  four-year 
colleges  and  universities. 

Second-year  students  in  the  creative 
arts  course  are  studying  stage  produc- 
tion, in  addition  to  continuation  of 
their  first-year  course  work. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  fa- 
miliarity with  Russian  history,  the  de- 
partment of  history  has  added  a course 
in  modern  Russian  history  to  its 
schedule.  A brief  survey  of  early 
Russian  history  precedes  a more 
detailed  study  of  Russian  life  and 
institutions  in  the  nineteenth  and 
twentieth  centuries.

Mademoiselle  Magazine  has  given 
us  permission  to  quote  from  an  arti- 
cle, "The  Good  Alumna”  by  Rachel 
Mellinger,  which  appeared  in  the 
June  1954  issue; 

Most  of  us  these  days  do  come  face 
to  face  with  the  implications  of  our 
college  education  sooner  rather  than 
later.  We  graduate.  We  go  out  into 
The  World.  Almost  immediately  we 
run  into  the  progressive-education  en- 
thusiast who  feels  that  following  one’s 
own  creative  bent  is  ideal  for  every- 
body, or  the  graduate  who  claims  that 
a Great  Books  curriculum  is  the  ulti- 
ma Thule  in  undergraduate  experi- 
ence. We  wonder  just  what  to  say 
when  the  husband  of  a friend  pounds 
his  fist  on  the  bridge  table  and  de- 
clares: "What's  education  if  it  doesn’t 
get  you  contacts  and  a million  dollars 
at  age  thirty-five.^”  That’s  how  it 
starts.  Then  issues  such  as  intellec- 
tual freedom  for  our  professors  and 
ourselves  become  issues  of  personal 
urgency,  and  we  see  the  whole  alum- 
nae business  in  a new^  light. 

This  peculiar  event,  this  aw'areness 
of  the  kind  of  education  w'e  were 
given  and  the  values  we  picked  up 
along  the  way,  may  explain  why  alum- 
nae say  that  teas  and  handshaking 
aren’t  enough  any  more.  When  Penn 
State  polled  graduates  to  find  what 
they  actually  wanted  in  their  three-day 
class  reunion,  the  response  w'as  an 
overwhelming  vote  against  the  round 
of  parties  w'ith  the  college  cheer. 
Typical  was  this  answer;  "Modern 
life  has  become  so  complicated,  so 
full  of  unanswered  questions  and  un- 
known fields.  I wish  I could  return 
to  the  campus  for  a series  of  courses 
in  the  liberal  arts.  . . .”  The  result 
was  an  Alumni  Institute,  with  faculty 
giving  special  lectures  and  an  attend- 
ance five  times  that  of  the  previous 
year.  Teas  aren’t  enough  for  The 
Woman’s  College  Board  in  Chicago 
either.  This  organization  of  twenty'- 
six  college  alumnae  groups  supports  a 
full-time  counseling  service  to  give 
prospective  students  impartial  infor- 
mation about  colleges,  finances  college 
tours  for  high  school  advisers,  spon- 
sors radio  talks  and  forums. 

These  two  alumnae  groups  typify 
many  others.  Their  organized  activi- 
ties reflect  the  attitudes  of  many  in- 
dividual graduates.  The  one  who  sits 
down  to  write  her  quarterly  of  her 
fight  for  a better  school  board  "be- 
cause I’m  sure  that  this  problem  is  one 
shared  by  many  alumnae.”  The  one 
who  reads  that  today’s  college  en- 
rollment will  double  in  fifteen  years — 
and  immediately  thinks  of  the  effect 
this  statistic  will  have  on  all  colleges, 
on  her  own  college.
